Grind rolled oats to make three 
cups and scald them with one pint 
of boiling milk or 
water.

one-half tablespoons salt, 
one 
cup 


warm water, and beat vigorously. 
In the mixing pan sift two' sifters 


of white flour and one sifter of barley 
flour and warm slightly. Pour sponge 
incenter and knead until a very stiff 
and elastic mass is secured. 
It 
is 
highly important to knead war bread 
stlffer and longer than white bread, 
'(knead from 25 to 30 minutes). 
Put loaf in greased pan, grease top 


well and raise in warm place. When 
double in bulk mold into loaves and 
when light put into a cold oven, grad- 
ually increasing the heat, and bake at 
least ten minutes longer than white 
•bread. 
By putting bread into a cold oven 


one prevents that flattening- out of the 
loves and the consequent sogginess. 


"\Vlicatlcss Bi'Ciwl—Four 
and 
one- 


half cups rye flour, one-half cup corn- 
meal, two tablespoons salt, two -cups 
water, one cake yeast. 
Dissolve the 
yeast In the lukewarm water, add the 
other ingredients and mix thoroughly. 
Let rise three hours In the bowl, then 
knead the dough. let rise until light. 
Form into rolls or loaf, let rise again 
and bake about fifty minutes in mod- 
erate oven. 
When the corn meal is scalded the 


grain of the loaf is finer. 
Rice Bread—One-half cup milk (or 


milk and wnter, or'water in which 
rice has been boiled), one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon fat, one tablespoon 
sugar, one-half yeast cake, one-half 
cup rice (before cooking), two and 
one-half cups wheat"* flour. Make a 
sponge with one-half cup water, the 
sugar, sa.lt yeast.-and one cup of the 
wheat flour. Let rise until light. Boil 
rice in salted water until tender, drain 
and cool until lukewarm. Add cooked 
rice (about two cups) and shortening 
-to the light spong-e. 
Add wheat flour 
gradually and knead the dough thor- 
oughly. Let rise until double in bulk, 
shape and let rise again until double 
in bulk. 
Put into liot 
oven, 
bake 
about 50 minutes, gradually reducing 
heat.

BARON SHIMPEJ GOTO. 


The future of. the p'resent Japanese 
Cabinet depends nruch upon the suc- 
cess or failure of Baron Shimpei Goto 
as the new foreign minister. 
The appointment of Baron Go'to to 
succeed Viscount Montono has impor- 
tant significance. 
It has been cus- 
tomary to appoint to this post -only 
trained diplomats, men 
who 
have 
served for years in the foreign office. 
The only exceptions to this heretofore 
were in the very early days of the 
Meijl era. 
This 
custom 
has 
been 
broken, for the first time in recent 
years by the advent of Baron Golo. Ac- 
cordingly the administration of the 
foreign office by an "outside" minis- 
ter will be most keenly watched by 
the public. 
There is also another reason mak- 
ing the appointment of the new min- 
ister of a special interest. Baron Go- 
to is decidedly opposed to the diplo- 
matic activities of military officers. Tt 
has been repeatedly reported thai the 
conflict between the foreign office and 
the general staff of the army regard- 
ing diplomatic policies made it very 
difficult for -the foreign minister to 
decide upon his policy. Many times 
the foreign office was overruled by 
the general staff. 
During the tenure of the Okuma 
cabinet Baron Goto was active in col- 
lecting facts relative to the interfer- 
ence of that cabinet in the internal 
administration -of China, and he de- 
nounced the Okuma cabinet for med- 
dling in China's internal politics. Ao- 
cordingly many of the Tokip news- 
papers expect that there will Be a 
change of policy as reg-ai-ds China un- 
der the new foreign minister. 
Baron Goto studied 
medicine 
In 
both Japan and Germany, and 
the 
first government position he held was 
that of Junior director of the sanitary 
bureau. 
During the Chino-Japanese 
war 
he 
was made director of the 
bureau, but when the .late Viscount 
Kodama became the governor general 
of Formosa, following the acquisition 
of the Island, Baron Goto was selected 
as civil governor of the island. 
In 


1906 he was transferred to the presi- 
dency of the South ?4anchuria -rail- 
way, and in 190S he became minister 
of communications and also president 
of the Imperial Japanese government 
railways. In 1011 he retired from the 
government posts. a,nd .-when the Te-> 
rauchi cabinet was organized he was 
made home minister and president of 
the Imperial railways. In the cabinet 
he was the most influential member 
next to the premier, and 
in 
some 
quarters It was said that the Ternuchi 
cabinet was really a Goto cabinet.
